“Mr, Birkett suggested to me on 
Saturday afternoon that I could in 
some way inflict u comparatively 
short sentence upon you. To am 
nfraid I cannot accept that aso 
proper methed-for treatment in this 
ense, although I feel that there ts 
nothing In this cnse which requires 
me to pass a vindictive sentence, 


“T must pass a severe punishment. 
It would never do to allow it to be 
thought in this country and in this 
eentury that’ people, however much 
provoked, may be wlowed to take 
the law Into their own hands and 
arrogate to themselves the right of 
punishment which belongs only to 
the Stnte. 


“T recognise the meaning, I hope 
of the verdict of the jury. They 
must have accepted your story nbout 
the pistol and how you cnme to take 
it with you, You took it with no 
thought of murder or revenge in 
your mind. I think it quite possible 
that your story about that was a 
true one, 


DUTY TO THE PUBLIC 


“Indeed, if. you had bought that 
pistol for the purpose for which, un- 
happily, you used it, I suppose it 
could casily have been found out by 
the police who, I emrsure, must have 
made every inquiry in this case, I 
accept, therefore, the result of the 
jury’s finding.

No one has made any suggestion that 
you ‘re a man of violent disposition 
and I do not think so myself. 1 do 
not think anyone would believe that 
what hoppened on that 17th = of 
March represents in any way your 
normal disposition.

on Mackininy said that his de- 
fence Was that, at one of the material 
times Evans was in tic sac Theatre 
and Jater at Jimmy's Kilsacn, Kow- 
loon, Since the last. hearing ho had 
discovered another witness who met 
Evans that night in Jimmy's. He 
would call that witness at the next 
hearlng. ee inci 

Evans, jn evidence, declared he ha 
oe 1 do with the alleged 
smuggling of opium, and had never 
seon Wong until the case opencd. 

He suid-—"On June: 16, the 
Javanese Prince was at Talkoo. I 
jeft her about 8 pm. and went out 
of the Docks by the East Gate where, 
I spoke to Mr. Osborne at the time- 
keeper's gate. I then went to town 
in n tram and left it near the Hong- 
kong and Shanghal Bank. The 
journcy took me between 25 minutes 
and half an hour. I went to Kow- 
loon by ferry, took a walk and then 
waited at the Star Theatre for Mr.

Prince, who had arranged to meet 
me there. 

“As he did not arrive T went in the 
thentre, but did not stay until the end 
of the performance, as it was not In- 
teresting. I then went to Jimmy's 
Kitchen and met Haber, who in 
troduced me to a friend, Mr. Willey. 
I stayed in Jimmy's for about 10 
minutes, went back to the ferry, and 
took a taxi back to the ship, arriving 
a Mitte before midnight, 

“J spoke to Mr. Adamson, junior 
electrician, and Mr. Mclntyre, of 
Taikoo Dock, after returning. A 
Chinese then came on board carry 
ing two suitcases. He spoke. to me 
und usiced me if I minded putting the 
cases in my room uatil the boatswain 
returned, He sald they contained 
whisky. I said, ‘O.K. Shove them 
on the Moor until he comes back.’ 

“Before the Chinese came J did not 
seo the watchman, Basant Singh, I 
saw him about 10 minutes later when 
he wanted to isnaw what was Inside 
the cases. I told him they contained 
whisky as far as I knew, and that 
they belong to the boatswain.

national Olympic Committee at 
Cairo in 1938.

HOW TO 
USE 
DISTEMPER 


T this time of the year our rooms 
begin to look dingy, and, if we 
could) afford it, we would like 
to have them redecorated. But 
there Is no need to be downhearted 
because we cannot’. have all our 
rooms repapered, for there Is no 
doubt that distemper makes an 
admirable wall covering for small 
rooms. [t Is a job that can be suc- 
cessful with a little care, . 

Distemper can be bought in dry 
powder form or In a form of cream. 
In any case it is ready for use when 
water is added! 

You can distemper over paper if 
you make sure that every part of It 
is stuck down before proceeding 
with the job. If the walls have 
already been distempered you must 
wash them with water. 

If you wish to put a ight colour 
over a dark one, you must give the 
walls a coat of size, The size can 
be purchased in the form of a jelly 
or as a powder. You should buy a 
eheap brush for washing the walls 
and putting on the size, and keep 
your good one for the actual opera- 
tion of distemperlng. 

The size will be suMciently hard 
to take the new distemper In a few 
hours. The distemper should be 
put on with a large brush, and you 
can spreid it in all directions. In 
order to prevent streakiness, stir the 
distempcr tonstantly with a stick. 
You should use a small brush for 
getting into the corners. 

If you like a stippled effect, It ts 
quite easily done. You dab the wet 
distemper with the tips of the hairs 
of a stiff brush. Real _ stippling 
brushes should be used, but you will 
find that a new. blacklead polishing 
brush with an arched handle will 
serve the purpose, 

“The stippling !s performed by 
holding the hairs of the brush at 
right angles to the wall and dabbing.

On returning home he went up to 
Queen's College, Oxford, in 1910, and 
took his B.A. desree in 10922, after 
which he went to Persia as a layman 
to teach ut the Stuart Memorial Col- 
lege at Isfahan. 


RETURNED TO ENGLAND 


He returned to England to go to 
the Theological College at Oxford jn 
1924, and wns ordained the same 
year, and Ieensed to St. Michacl's 
Cathedral, Coventry, where for three 
years he was under the Sub-Dean, 
Canon H, St. B. Holland, who is now 
Bishop of Wellington. ° 

This was followed by a move to 
Egypt, where he took up missionary 
work, and he came back in 1029, 
When he took a curacy at St, Mar- 
w#aret's, Durham, in charge of St. 
John's, Neville’s Cross, ‘ 

In 1930 he was appointed Vicar of 
Fighton Banks, where he remained 
until he accepted the invitation to 
become Vicar of St. Andrew's, 
Roker. He succeeded Rev. Walter 
Johnson, who had died suddenly 
when visiting parishoners,

In the midst of the stress and 
turmoil into which China has 
been flung by the developments 
in the North, it is worth while 
pausing and taking: our minds 
back to some of the high lights 
in Japan's policy towards her 
neighbour in recent years. The 
virttial seizure of Manchuria, 
which, incidentally, as now, was 
accompanied by a threat to 
occupy both — Peiping and 
Tientsin, is still fresh in public 
memory. Then came Japanese 
penetration in Hopei and Char- 
hay, in which, characteristically 
enough, the services of Chinese 
traitors utilised, 
layt year an unsuccessful en- 
‘Tdeavour was made to gain con- 

trol of yet another province, 

Suiyuan, All through these 

events there has been apparent 

nu well-prepared Japanese plan, 

which, even on the. showing of 

leading Japanese statesmen, 

aims at wresting further ter- 

ritory from China. Even Man- 

churia, with all its wealth and 

riches, does not suffice to satisfy 

the greed of Japan's militarists. 
But China was too weak in. 1931 
to resist Japanese eneroach- 
ments on her territorial 
integrity; and, Ieft entirely to 

her own resources, she was com- 
pelled to bow to superior 

military strength. What is 

happening to-day is altogether 

in line with Japan’s ambitions; 

the occurrence, or, possibly, 

stage-managing, of an “in- 

cident,” followed by demnnds 

which, if conceded, would 

rob China of national rights 

over large areas of her 
own territory.

SELF-DEFENCE 
PLEADED 


CARPENTER ON TRIAL 
FOR MURDER 


The triol-of Tong Shum-wing, 20- 
year-old carpenter, for the murder 
of a clansman, Tong Shu-lam, aged 
24, was continued before Mr, Justice 
C.G, Alabaster, Acting Chicf Justice, 
at the Criminn) Sessions this morning, 
when accused gave his version of 
what had happened. . 

: Mr. E. H. Willams, the Acting 
Crown Sollcitor, appeared for the 
prosecution, ussinted uy Sub- 
Inspector R. Cunningham, and oc- 
cused, who plended not guilty, win 
defended by Mr. Harold Lee, 
Instructed by Mr. D, McCallum. 

The following were Whe jurors: 
Messrs. D, J. Fraser (foreman), 
Thockmon Law, R. LU. A. Uninuss, 
Foo Ping-yuen, Charlies Chun Ham, 
Yeung Chen-chuen nad Kwan Sau- 
fung. 

The case for the Crown wis that 
accused had originally set up oa 
pirtnership with Tong shu-fuk, a 
clansman, for the purpose of making 
canvas beds and deck chairs, the 
capital to be put being $200 mn Can- 
ton currency by cach partner, De- 
ceased came to Hongkong and was 
engaged jn the business, but was 
Jater dismissed as accused was aie- 
satisfied with hls services.

ACCUSED'S EVIDENCE 


This morning, Mr. Lee called de- 
fondunt to give evidence.

{nstanee, and had put up a sum of 
$30 more than Tong had. He knew 
decensed since they were children, 
nnd they had played — together, 
Deceased cume to Hongkong on bis 
own accord, and obtained work with 
defendant and Tong, but defendant 
noticed his work was unsatisfactory, 
and deceased was paid off. Nothing 
much happened after that. 

On the evening of. May 17 defen- 
dant said be had bls evening meal 
and then had a rest in the front part 
of the shop afterwards poing up to 
the cockJoft for a sleep, as he had a 
headache, from which he often suf- 
fered, When he awoke, he felt 
thirsty, and made his way to the 
kitehen for a drink of ten. He then 
went to the lavatory, and on com- 
Ing, out, saw deceased sharpeningg a 
‘chisel in the backyard, 

Defendant culled to deceased and 
sald to him, “Shu-tam, Tam going to

Three Methods Of 
Approach, Says 
London ‘‘Times’’ 


A London, July 22. 
The Sino-Japanese ‘situation 
still ndmits of three solutions, 
states ‘the- Times in editortal 
comment. 


The first of these, says the journal, 
is a peneeful compromise, and this is 
not yet out of reach. “China will pay 
a reasonable price for peace, It Js 
the responsibisity of Japan, whose 
arievance is very slight, to keep her 
demanda within reasonable limits... 
The alternatives are a full-dress war 
or ti local military ndventure. To 
Japan, they offer a cholee between a 
major disaster and a minor disaster 
between tragedy and an anti-climax. 

“Tt da no exaggeration to say that if 
Japan went lo war with China, the 
best thing that’ could happen to her 
would be a prompt and decisive 
defeat by the Chinese forces, which 
in {nconeelvable.” 

The Times says a punitive campaign 
would be an equally pointless and 
unprofitable development. Japan's 
economic Interests in North China, 
which arc slow and erratic already, 
would suffer a serious set-back if she 
were to embark even on a locallsed 
ndventure. : 

“There exist,” says the journal, "no 
strategic, political or economic ob- 
jectives ‘which a military adventure 
In North China could make good."-— 
Reuter,

JUDGMENT UPHELD IN 
RE-HEARING 


Further arguments on the powers 
of the Registrar of Newspapers were 
made at the Summory Court this 
morning, when ,the re-hearing of an 
action, which arose out of a Libet 
sult, was concluded. 


The case wos one in which Wong 
Peng-kwal, of 35 Staunton Street, 
had successfully clalmed $860.10 
from Lam Chung-ling, of 3B 
D'Aquilur Street. Lam was one of 
four defendants In a reeent Itbet 


netion brought by Chau Kung-mau | 


in respect of an article published In 
the Keng Po, since defunct. Damages 
were awarded against them and 
Wong, os executor of the bond, was 
called upon by the Registrar of 
Newspapers for payment, the defen~ 
dants, with the exception of Lam, 
who was the printer, having disap- 
peared, Wong, thereupon, brought a 
claim for the amount against Lam, 
and was given judgment. : 


‘ Mr. Peter H. Sin appeared for 
Lam, and Wong was represented by 
Mr, W. A, Mackinlay, of Deacons. 


When the re-hearing was first 
held about a month ago, Mr. Sin 
eriticised the Printers and Publishers 


Amendment Ordinance of 1930, say- 


iny that it did clearly state the 
powers of the Registrar of News- 
pupers. 


This morning, Mr. Sin submitted 
that the second part of the Ordin- 
ance, Which related to civil procecd- 
ings, concerned only the newspaper, 
for which the bond was given, and 
not his client whe was the printer, 
Under the circumstances, the Reghs- 
trar had no power to enforce the 
bondsman to pay on behalf of the 
printer, the bonds nn having: every 
right to resist such an enforcement, 

Mr. Sin further submitted that the 
words “on behalf of the newspapers 
concerned” should be read in con- 
Junction with the Ordinance, as 
legislation was for the sole purpose 
of tring, that the newspaper be 
in a position to pay should libel 
damages be awarded against it, 

Mr. Justice Lindsell: How could 
you sty that the R trar could not 
enforce the bondsm to pay 
behalf of the printer, when judyment 
had been given against him? 


OBJECT OF BOND 


Mr. Sin: Because the Registrar 
has no right to include the printer in 
the bond, which was iiven solely to 
ensure that the newspaper was in a 
position to pay. 

Mr. Sin then went on to submit 
that plaintiff! paid the money to the 
Res aroas a direct consequence of 
having executed the bond at the 
request of the newspaper proprietor, 
He was not compelled to pay the 
money on behalf of defendant, and 
therefore if he had done so it was 
only a voluntary payment. Defen- 
dant was not liable to the Registrar, 
and the latter could not force plain- 
tiff to pay on his behalf. 

Referriny; to the question of 
Hability, Mr. Sin said his client never 
requested plaintiff to sign the bond. 
He did so only at the request of the 
newspaper proprictor. Therefore, In 
order to succeed plaintif! must prove 
that the liability must have been, in 
some manner, east upon him by 
defendant. 

His. Lordship; Plaintiff. did not 
incur. any Mability by signing the 
bond ?> 

Mr, Sin: He assumed the lability 
on signing the bond. 


“THE POOR’ PRINTER” 


Continuing Mr. Sin said plnintiff 
had not elected to suc the editors or 
publishers, but the printer only, “Is 
it just and equitable that the poor 
printer should take out the whole 


-] sum?™. he asked. 


Mr. Mackinlay interposed and ssid 
the defence was not justified in say- 
ing that his client had not elected 


others, - 

Mr. Mackinlay: Naturally. 

His Lordship (to Mr. SIn): Is it 
more equitable that the bondsman 
should pay instead of your client? 

Mr. Sin: Yes, because there might 
have been some Inner arrangements 
between the proprictor and himself. 
Obviously no-one would .be so 
foolish as to risk $3,000 without 5ome 
consideration. 

Concluding his arguments, Mr. Sin 
said: “I submit that no Injustice 
would be done to plaintiff if the 
Court held he cannot succeed, be- 
cause if he had taken. the proper 
steps against the newspaper carller 
he would obviously bave got himself 
recouped. Alternatively, if at the 
signing of the bond he asked the 
newspaper for some security he 
would have lost nothing at all.” 

Without calling upon Mr. Mackin- 
Jay fo reply, His Lordship sald he 
could find nothing in the arguments 
that would lead him to think that 
his previous decision was wrong. 
The judgment given for plaintif was 
affirmed with costs. 

An application for stay of execu- 
tlon pending an appeal was granted.

CAUSES OF FRICTION 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore attributed to the 
terms of the Palestine mandate many 
of the causes of Arab-Jewish frie 
tion, which had been largely intens!- 
fled by the nationalist movements of 
these two peoples, 

The British Government was con- 
yineed, he sald, that continuance of 
the mondate held out no hope either 
fo the Jews or the Arabs. Only by 
partition of the country could the 
ideals of both peoples be, realised. 
Fear of domination was at the root of 
the problem and the only way by 
which it could be removed was by 
dividing the country. 

LEAGUE RESPONSIBILITY 

Mr. David Lloyd George, Liberal, 
asked if {t were proposed that the 
British Government should — accept 
responsibility for the protection of 
the minorities In clther the Jewlsh 
or Arab state. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore replied that that 
wasn matter for the League of Nu- 
tlons i 
He claimed that enormous volume 
of public opinion in Great Britain wes 
behind the Royal Commission's re- 
port ond that many Arabs strongly 
favoured it. The Government of 
Transjordan strongly supported the 
proposals contained in the report and 
many other parts of the Arab world 
found them in no way unacceptable. ~ 

The Minister read a statement say- 
ing how much His Majesty's Govern- 
ment welcomed the attitude of 
moderntion general by adopted by Lhe 
Arnb countries towards the report, 
but regretting that the Prime Minister 
of Iraq had, expressed opposition to 
it. The Forelgn Sceretary, Mr. An- 
thony Eden, had made strong reprce~ 
sentations to the Prime Minister of 
Iraq, who had promised not to pursuc 
the line of policy he had adopted In 
the past. 

Mr. Winston Churchill suggested 
an amendment that the proposals 
should be submitted to the Lengue of 
Nations with a view to enabling the 
British Government, after adequilte 
inquiry, to present to Parlinment a 
definite scheme in accordance with 
the policy set forth In the White 
Paper. 

Mr. Ormaby-Gore sald the Govern- 
ment thought the White Paper the 
best line of policy to pursuc, but re- 
garded it as essential to have the 
preliminary views of the Mandates 
Commlesion If they were in touch at 
n later stage with the Jews and Arabs 
and the various countries whose in- 
terests were concerned, ‘in order to 
get no policy for the future govern- 
ment of Palestine. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore cancluded by ap- 
penling to the House, the Jews and 
Arabs to co-operate with foodwill 
with His Mojesty’s Government In 
constructive effort to bring: peace to 
the Holy Land. 

Mr, C, R. Attlee sald Mr, Ormsby~ 
Gore went very far to mect the difl- 
culty which many of them felt-—

$100 and he had come to Hongkong 
to open a hat business.
